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DEQ issues deepwell permit 

Construction to start on above ground facilities...

Just two days after nearly 300 
people gathered to protest the 
proposed Romulus deepwell, the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (MDEQ) issued a construc¬ 
tion permit for aboveground stor¬ 
age facilities at the well’s site. 

The permit, subject of several 
meetings and protests, signals the 
beginning of the construction 
process for Environmental Dispos¬ 
al Systems (EDS). Once completed 
the facility will accept up to 
400,000 gallons per day of liquid 
hazardous waste that will be in¬ 
jected nearly one-mile deep into 
the ground. 

The permit which was issued 
last Friday, allows EDS to build 
storage and treatment facilities at 
the Citrin Drive site. The approval 
is part of a lengthy public process 


that involves local, county, state 
and federal authorities. 

EDS already has U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency ap¬ 
proval to inject waste into the 
wells after the facilities are built It 
had to obtain the MDEQ construc¬ 
tion permit for the supporting stor¬ 
age and treatment facilities before 
the wells could be drilled. 

A previous EDS injection well 
constructed near Wahrman Road 
was the subject of litigation for 
several years by the City of Romu¬ 
lus. The Michigan Court of Ap¬ 
peals ultimately found that the 
company complied with all re¬ 
quirements. 

”A thorough technical review 
by DEQ staff has determined that 
this project meets all of the state’s 
rigorous requirements,” said DEQ 
Director Russell Harding. “With 
community input, we have crafted 
a stringent permit that incorpo¬ 


rates numerous safeguards and 
preserves the local quality of life. 
The DEQ has every confidence in 
this technology and will continue 
working with the company to en¬ 
sure that its permit obligations are 
met” 

Others, however, strongly dis¬ 
agreed with Harding. RECAP a 
group that has strongly opposed 
the well issued a statement that 
said in part, “These actions (issu¬ 
ing the permit) by Mr. Harding are 
further proof that he is guilty of 
dereliction of duty and that he has 
made a mockery of the system.” 

The statement added, “We feel 
the permit was not issued yester¬ 
day by Mr Harding, but it was is¬ 
sued two years ago when the cam¬ 
paign dollars started rolling ia” 

Democratic representative Ray 
Basham also claimed the permit 
approval was tied to politics. 
Basham said, “Every time the en¬ 


vironment gets in the way of Gov¬ 
ernor Engler’s political contribu¬ 
tors, the environment loses.” 

’’The Governor and his ap¬ 
pointee ignored their own Site Re¬ 
view Board’s strong recommenda¬ 
tion,” added Basham. “The DEQ 
ignored the experts and the citi¬ 
zens, and instead listened to the 
special interests.” 

The DEQ however, insisted on 
several requirements that bring 
additional safeguards to the pro¬ 
posed project Fox example the 
process of unloading, storing, 
treating and injecting waste into 
the wells will occur in an enclosed 
structure. 

Other facility specific condi¬ 
tions are: 

-Limiting the number of trucks 
that can be staged on site and pro¬ 
hibiting the staging of trucks on 
Citrin Drive. 

-Requiring that follow-up re¬ 


ports from the company regarding 
incidents of noncompliance that 
endangered human health or the 
environment also be sent to the 
cities of Romulus and Taylor 

-Incorporating the community 
agreement between EDS and the 
local Environmental Concerns As- 
sociatioa This agreement address¬ 
es such issues as hours of opera¬ 
tion, residential property values, 
employment goals for area resi¬ 
dents, and hazardous materials 
training for local authorities. 

EDS applied for the construc¬ 
tion permit in May, 1999. Since 
then the DEQ has conducted ten 
public hearings and meetings in 
Romulus. 

The company still needs a haz¬ 
ardous waste operator’s license 
beforeit can begin operating. The 
DEQ will have 120 days to decide 
that application once it is submit¬ 
ted.

Over 350 people packed the 
Romulus High School Auditorium 
on Wednesday, February 22, at a 
townhall meeting hosted by Ro¬ 
mulus/Taylor State Representa¬ 
tive Ray Basham, regarding the 
proposed toxic waste well by 
Metro Airport 


The well, owned by Birming¬ 
ham based Environmental Dis¬ 
posal Services, Inc. (EDS), would 
place millions of tons of pressur¬ 
ized toxic liquid waste over 40,000 
feet under ground at the behest of 
local residents and environmen¬ 
talist alike. 

Representative Basham, who 
sponsored the night’s events, gave 


Our hazardous waste 
being sent to Ontario

What government official said 
the following regarding hazardous 
waste, “This is a situation that is 
frustrating, that is beyond annoy¬ 
ing because of the public health 
concern. Embarrassing comes to 
mind. It’s not something of which 
Tm proud?” 

Was it, a) Governor John En¬ 
gler, b) MDEQ’s Russ Harding, c) 
State Representative Ray 
Basham, or d) Romulus Council- 
woman Debbie Romak? 

The correct answer is, none of 
the above. The statement was 
made at a Sept 17,2000 press con¬ 
ference by (now former) Ontario 
Environmental Minister Tony 
Clement He was referring to a re¬ 
port that documented a doubling 
of hazardous waste management 
in Ontario in the last ten years. 

While some of the increase was 
due to increased production in 
Ontario, much of it was caused by 
increased imports from other 
provinces but primarily from the 
United States. 

The increase of exported haz¬ 
ardous waste from the U.S. to On¬ 
tario was attributed to two fac¬ 
tors. Ontario’s hazardous waste 
regulations and restrictions are 
much less stringent than U.S. 
standards. Thus disposal of the 
waste in Ontario requires less 
costly processing than in the U.S. 
The other factor is the weakness 
of the Canadian dollar relative to 
the U.S. dollar making even com¬ 
parable operations cheaper in 
Ontario. 

According to figures released 
by the Canadian Institute for En¬ 
vironmental Law and Policy 
(CIELAP), imports of hazardous 
waste from the top 15 U.S. compa¬ 
nies in 1998 (the last year for 
which total numbers are avail¬ 


able) totaled 125,454 tons. Of that 
total, 46.3% or 58,046 tons came 
from the Detroit Metro area. All 
15 companies were in the busi¬ 
ness of treating hazardous waste, 
but did not generate it 

At the top of the list was Safety- 
Kleen Systems of Buffalo, NY 
with 31,678 tons. A close second 
was Dynecol, Inc. of Detroit with 
30,808 tons. Also included on the 
list were: #6 Michigan Recovery 
of Romulus, and #10 Michigan 
Disposal of Belleville 

Dynecol, as well as other com¬ 
panies, would be in direct compe¬ 
tition with the EDS hazardous 
waste deep injection well in Ro¬ 
mulus given final approval by the 
MDEQ last week for its storage 
and treatment facility 

Dynecol provided support to 
RECAP in its fight against the 
EDS well with its president, 
Frank Bierman assisting in the 
analysis and critique of the EDS 
applicatioa Bierman, by this time 
retired, also addressed the Site 
Review Board claiming the EDS 
facility was not necessary be¬ 
cause of (among other things) a 
declining volume of imports from 
Canada He did not mention ex¬ 
ports going the other direction. 
RECAP has made an issue of EDS 
importing waste from Canada 

However, the situation may 
change. Ontario has adopted 
stricter regulations on hazardous 
waste disposal, largely through 
the efforts of Tony Clement, that 
will go into effect at the end of 
next month. The new regulations 
are still not as stringent as U.S. re¬ 
quirements, but have narrowed 
the gap considerably. Still, the 
weakness of the Canadian dollar 
may continue to make it prof¬ 
itable for U.S. companies to ex¬ 
port waste to Ontario for treat¬ 
ment and disposal. 


an informational packet to the cit¬ 
izens attending, including articles 
from Texas and Florida where 
deep injection wells have failed. 

One of the articles from the 
Dallas Observer chronicled the 
many ailments suffered by chil¬ 
dren near the Winona, Texas facil¬ 
ity, including breathing problems, 
skin diseases, growth disorders, 
unexplained tumors, and cancer 

The mixing of chemicals in the 
Texas deep well caused many ex¬ 
plosions that would gas the sur¬ 
rounding areas with toxic sub¬ 
stances. The facility was forced to 
close down under the pressure of 
personal injury lawsuits. 

The residents of Romulus are 
concerned that the same thing 
will happen here, not only at the 
deep well facility but anywhere 
along Michigan’s roads and high¬ 
ways as tankers bearing these 
volatile substances are transport¬ 
ed to the Citrin Road site in Ro¬ 
mulus. 

Taylor resident Malcolm Law- 
son, who brought son Malcolm 
with him, commented as he was 
entering the meeting, “I’m con¬ 
cerned about property values, 
about the health of our neighbor¬ 
hood, and about the possibility of 
a spill as they transport hazardous 
waste.” 

In fact, in the morning before 
the townhall meeting, there was 
an accident involving a tanker 
bearing a toxic substance, in 
which toxins were emitted onto 
the road and into the drains. 

There were people from sever¬ 
al communities present to learn 
more about the well, and to ex¬ 
press their concern that the well’s 
effects could reach farther than 
the Romulus border. 

Coming all the way from Gar¬ 
den City were Raymond Davies, 
his sister Kim McAdams, and her 
two daughters Brittney and Paula 
Davies said, “We don’t want a tox¬ 
ic well in Romulus. If it leaks into 
the water it will effect us in Gar¬ 
den City too.” 

The battle against EDS being 
granted a permit to move forward 
with the well has recently become 
more visible with the addition of 
Geoffrey Fieger, representing the 
well opponents. 

Though Fieger himself was riot 
present this night, his partner 
Michael Schwartz was there as 
part of the panel of people ad¬ 
dressing the crowd. Also present 
were Romulus Mayor Oakley, Tay¬ 
lor Mayor Pitoniak, Trish Lentz of 
the Downriver Area Realtors, Ver-

lie Wilhide of Romulus Environ¬ 
mentalists Care About People 
(RECAP), Debbie Romak of the 
Romulus City Council, and Ed 
Boike, Wayne County Commis¬ 
sioner and member of the Site 
Review Board. 

Swartz’s blamed Engler for the 
Michigan Department of Environ¬ 
mental Quality’s expressed intent 
to grant a permit for the well, al¬ 
leging corruption, and political 
contributions to the Republicans 
to be the reason. 

Taylor Mayor Greg Pitoniak ex¬ 
pressed the support of the people 
of Taylor in the fight against this 
well, including bearing the finan¬ 
cial burden for legal challenges. 

Trish Lentz of the Downriver 
Board of Realtors voiced opposi¬ 
tion to the well from her organiza¬ 
tion, as well as from the State 
Board of Realtors. “This well will 
definitely affect the property val¬ 
ues in the area When people sell 
their homes, the waste well will 
have to be on their disclosure 
statement,” she stated. 

Verlie Wilhide of RECAP told 
the audience that 21 other envi¬ 
ronmental groups are joining 
them in the fight against this well 

Ed Boike, Wayne County Com¬ 
missioner and a member of the 
Site Review Board that recom¬ 
mended rejection of the permit 
reiterated that the well should 
not move forward, and that 15 
commissioners have voted unani¬ 
mously to oppose this well. 

There was a question and an¬ 
swer period at which time many 
in the crowd expressed feelings 


of being sold out for the sake of 
EDS making a profit, even though 
they would be the ones bearing 
the life changing effects of these 
chemicals. 

Mrs. Langois of Taylor came to 
the meeting with her husband 
Ralph. “The well doesn’t make 
sense,” she said. “The buck comes 
before the people.” 

Residents complained that the 
effects of the well don’t seem to 
matter to the leadership of the 
Michigan Department of Environ¬ 
mental Quality, who residents feel 
have ignored countless studies 
and recommendations against the 
well going ia 

Mark Grignon who lives only 
1/2 a mile from the Citrin Road 
Site brought his 14 month old 
daughter Sarah with him. “I am 
concerned about how the well 
could hurt my little girl. I don’t 
want the well to go in because if it 
does I will not be able to get fair 
market value for my property.” 
Most of Grignon’s neighbors are 
elderly and have lived in their 
homes most of their lives. “I 
would hate to move from there. It 
is the perfect neighborhood with 
the perfect neighbors. I would 
hate to see them destroy it,” con¬ 
cluded Grignoa 

The RECAP group will be 
sponsoring a protest March 1 at 
9AM outside the Coleman Young 
Municipal Building to denounce 
the City of Detroit’s Policemen 
and Firemen Retirement System’s 
$11 million investment in the 
EDS waste well.

According to SADD members 
(that’s Students Against Drunk 
Driving), who took a secret survey 
of 200 vehicles and documented 
the number of front seat occu¬ 
pants and noted how many of 
those riders were buckled up, the 
results showed that John Glenn 
drivers records a 77 percent wear¬ 
ing seat belts and 23 percent not 
wearing them. That was the same 
result recorded for Wayne drivers. 

Not bad, but there definitely is 
room for improvement consider¬ 
ing: 

• Safety belt use is the law in 
Michigan; 

• If you’re in a collision, you’re 


25 times more likely to be killed if

ZONING ORDINANCE TEXT 

Article II Definitions 


Section 2.02 Definitions - Added several new definitions and amended 
other definitions 

a. Accessory Apartments or “granny flats” 

b. Condominium Terminologies 

c. Private Ponds 

d. Truck Terminal terminology: language has been revised to limit 

number of overhead doors based on square footage of an industrial 
building. Provisions have been included for small multi-tenant to large 
single tenant buildings. Language has been added to distinguish 
between small and large wholesale/warehouse/industrial buildings, 
small and large air freight forwarders, and truck terminals. 

Article III Mapped Districts - The BT (Business-Transitional) District 
will be eliminated From the Zoning Ordinance and Zoning Map, All 
areas currently zoned BT District will be rezoned to some other district. 

A CBD district will be created, by rezoning a specific area in the City’s 
downtown to the CBD designation. 

Article IV General Provisions 

Section 4.06 Accessory Buildings sod Structures in Residential 
Districts - The following changes were incorporated 

a. Subsection B - specifies permitted size, height and coverage of 
required yards by accessory structures in parcels with an area of one (1) 
acre or less, and parcels with an area of one (1) acre or more. 

Section 4.08 Appearance - The following changes were incorporated: 

a. Exterior facades of commercial, office or high-tech/research build¬ 
ings shall be constructed of brick, stone, glass or other decorative mate¬ 
rial. No more than 10% of facade shall contain EIFS or decorative 
masonry block. 

b. Exterior facades of industrial buildings within 300 feet of, and facing 
the front lot line of any parcel of land fronting upon public street or pri¬ 
vate road casement, shall be constructed of brick, stone, glass or other 
decorative material. No more than 10% of facade shall contain EIFS or 
decorative masonry block. 

Section 4.16 Fences, Walls, Greenbelts and Other Protective 
Barriers - The following, changes were incorporated: 

a. Planning Commission discretion to approve 6 foot fences with 
barbed wire for projects located in M-l, MT-1, M-2 and MT-2 
Districts. 

b. Revised language for provision of required barrier wall, greenbelt or 
fence. 

c. No fences permitted in the front yard. 

Section 4.20 Occupancy: Temporary Garages, Accessory Buildings, 
Accessory Apartments - The following changes were incorporated: 

a. Specifications for construction of accessory apartments in residential 
districts. 

Section 4.24 Projections Into Yards - The following changes were 
incorporated: 

a. Mechanical apparatus and architectural features may project I feet 
into the required side yard. 

b. Decks, patios and uncovered/unenclosed porches may project 10 feet 
into the required rear yard, 

Section 4.33 Landscaping - The following changes were incorporated: 

a. Provision of standards for general lot landscaping, landscaping adja¬ 
cent to public rights-of-way, and other adjacent public open-space 
areas. 

Section 4.34 Ponds - This new section has been added to the Zoning 

Text. The section provide specific standards for the construction of a 
new, or alteration of an existing private, pond, with respect to size, set¬ 
backs, easements, required application information, and permitting. 


Article V Nonconforming Lots, Nonconforming uses of land. 
Nonconforming Structures, Nonconforming uses of structures and 
premises, and Nonconforming characteristic of use 

Section 5.02 Definition and Classification of Nonconforming Uses, 
Buildings or Structures - The section has been reworded to state the 
requirements for rebuilding a nonconforming residential structure or 
continuing a nonconforming use, 

Section 5.08 Nonconformiag Contiguous Lots Under Same 
Ownership - This new section has been added to the Zoning Text. The 
section essentially states that when 2 contiguous parcels of land are 
under single ownership, and are nonconforming with respect to lot area 
or width, the 2 parcels shall be considered as a single individual parcel 
to decrease its degree of nonconformity. The said parcel shall not be 
used, occupied, sold or divided to diminish its compliance to the ordi¬ 
nance standards. 

Article VI Off Street Parking and Loading Requirements 

Section 6.02 Parking Facilities - subsection N provides developers 
with the option of providing land banked and/or shared parking, with 
the execution of an agreement that the City may require the land- 
banked parking spaces to be fully improved if a parking shortage is 
observed. 

Section 6.04 Parking Lot landscaping Design Criteria - The follow¬ 
ing changes were incorporated: 

a. No individual planting area may be less than 360 square feet. 

b. No more than 20 parking spaces may be provided in an uninterrupted 
row. Parking spaces should be interspersed with landscaped islands to 
provide for added visual appeal and a safe circulation pattern. 

Article VII RE, R-l A, R-1B Single Family Residential Districts 

Section 7.06 One- and Two- Family Dwelling Standards - The fol¬ 
lowing changes were incorporated: 

a. Single family buildings in the RE district shall contain a minimum of 
25% brick, stone or other decorative material. 

b. Main entrance to residential dwellings must open directly onto the 
residence’s front yard. 

c. Developments in R-l A and R-l B districts shall provided 5 foot 
wide sidewalks on both sides of all streets within the subdivision. This 
requirement may be waived by the planning Commission for develop¬ 
ments in the RE district, subject to City Engineer approval, 

d. Structures in the RE district shall be permitted to a maximum height 
of 3 stories or 45 feet. 

Article XIIA O-R Office Research District 

Section 12A.05 Area, Height and Bulk Requirements - The follow¬ 
ing changes were incorporated: 

a. Maximum permitted height of structures was revised from 2 to 4 sto¬ 
ries. 

Section 12A.06 Structure and Site Requirements - The following 
changes were incorporated: 

a. All buildings shall provide windows over 40% of the building’s exte¬ 
rior facades. 

b. All developments in the district are limited to one loading dock or 
overhead door per 10,000 square feet of gross office space. Doors must 
be screened. 

c. All machinery operating within the limits of the environment perfor¬ 
mance standards are permitted. 

d. Planning Commission will approve method of trash removal. 

Article XIV C-2 General Business District 

Section 14.03 Permitted Uses after Special Approval - The follow¬ 
ing changes were incorporated: 

a. Self-storage facilities are no longer permitted in the district. 

Article XVI BT Business Transitional District - Entire article has been 
deleted. The BT district is being eliminated from the zoning ordinance. 
All parcels of land currently zoned BT will be rezoned to other zoning 
designations. 

Article XVII M-l Light Industrial District 

Section 17.03 Permitted uses after Special Approval - The following 
changes have been incorporated: 

a. Small (40,000 square feet or less) air-freight forwarders are permit¬ 
ted as a special use. 

b. Large air freight forwarding uses not permitted. 

c. Addition of vehicle impound facility as a special use. 

d. Add of self-storage facilites as a special use. 

5. Maximum building size of 40,000 square feet. 

Article XVIII MT-1 Industrial Transportation District -1 

Section 18.02 Permitted principal Uses - The following changes have 
been incorporated. 

1. Large air freight forwarders - not permitted 

2. Large manufacturing, warehousing - not permitted 

3. Truck terminals - not permitted 


Section 18.03 Permitted uses after Special approval - The following 
changes have been incorporated: 

a. Small (less than 40,000 square feet) air freight forwarders permitted 
as a special use. 

Article XIX M-2 General Industrial District 

Section 19.02 Permitted Principal Uses - The following changes have 

been incorporated: 

a. Incineration of garbage and refuse within a building is no longer per¬ 
mitted in the district. 

Section 19.03 Permitted uses after Special approval - The following 

changes have been incorporated: 

a. Small (less than 40,000 square feet) air freight forwarders permitted 
as a special use. 

b. Junk yards, outdoor sales and related storage of farm implements are 
no longer permitted within the district. 

Article XX MT-2 Industrial Transportation District - 2

On the heels of news that the executive 
director of the Central Wayne County 
Sanitation Authority (CWCSA) Richard 
Shirley was arrested for indecent expo¬ 
sure, Wayne Mayor Robert Dickerson has 
joined Westland mayoral candidate 
Richard LeBlanc in seeking to end a five- 
: city contract with the CWSCA incinerator 

Quite frankly this is welcome news. 
This column, on a number of occasions, 
has encouraged our local lawmakers to 
: entertain ending the contract because 
the incinerator is costing taxpayers an av¬ 
erage of five to six times the going rate for 
: garbage disposal. 

This is not a typo. Residents of Wayne, 
Westland, Inkster, Garden City and Dear¬ 
born Heights are paying nearly $60 per 
;ton to bum their gaihage in the CWCSA 
incinerator versus the $10-$12 per ton 
•cost we would pay if we were to dump it 
in a landfill. 

: To add insult to injury, the incinerator 
:is accepting garbage from communities 
outside the 5-member consortium at a 
rate of $20 per ton. CWCSA operators in¬ 
cluding alleged flasher, Shirley, have 
maintained they must seek garbage out¬ 
side the five communities to keep the in¬ 
cinerator viable. 

The incinerator is owned by a sub- 
: sidiary of Baltimore Gas and Electric. 
The five consortium communities signed 
a 35-year contract a couple of years ago to 
take their trash to the incinerator in ex¬ 
change for millions of dollars of upgrades 
to bring the incinerator up to code. 

Although it was generally acknowl¬ 
edged, at the time of the contract signing, 
that fees would be higher than landfill 
fees, the incinerator had a contract with

tors, General Motors, has received 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in tax abatements during the 
grace period. 

Contrast this with efforts by Ro¬ 
mulus, Taylor and Wayne County 
to kill a hazardous material dis¬ 
posal facility in Romulus. The 
EPA and MDEQ, as well as almost 
all independent experts, agree 
that method is the safest and pre¬ 
ferred method for disposal of 
“hazardous” materials that are 
nonflammable, nonexplosive and 
not radioactive. Yet Romulus has 
spent over $1 million fighting it 
and Taylor is quoted as having 
spent $500,000. 


No. This has nothing to do with 
sex. The word “lust” is an 
acronym that will be explained 
below. But it got your attention, 
didn’t it? 

Last Sunday’s Detroit News 
published an extensive and well- 
researched article on the environ-. 
mental hazard posed to the area’s 
underground drinking water, 
rivers and lakes by leaking under¬ 
ground storage tanks (lust’s). 

About twelve years ago, the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) in conjunction with 
state agency made an inventory of 
underground storage tanks that 
were leaking hazardous materials 



since been exhausted and the 
state legislature has not appropri¬ 
ated any new money 

The MDEQ is now in the last 
part of a three-year enforcement 
program to clean up the sites. In 
the next six months it plans to file 
criminal charges in over 100 cas¬ 
es. 

In Romulus, a total of 125 sites 


Detroit Edi¬ 
son that was 
going to uti¬ 
lize some of 
the incinera¬ 
tor’s end 
product, and 
incinerator 
representatives promised that over the 
life of the contract, the incinerator would 
be more cost-effective. 

So far that hasn’t happened, and the 
current environment shows that con¬ 
tracts are being challenged with incinera¬ 
tors all over the country. In Clinton Town¬ 
ship a lawsuit shutdown the incinerator 
because the court said it hindered com¬ 
petition. 

Additionally some have made the argu¬ 
ment that by simply walking away from 
the contract, the communities would pay 
less. In other words, the total liability if 
the communities were to tell the incinera¬ 
tor to take a hike would be $43 million. 

Dickerson and LeBlanc claim the land¬ 
fill would cost $80-million over the life of 
the contract Adding the $12 landfill tip¬ 
ping fees to the $43-million would not 
come close to the $80-million. 

I believe the five-community consor¬ 
tium in Western Wayne would have 
strong arguments to come up with a better 
deal. I encourage other councilpeople to 
join Mayor Dickerson and Councilperson 
LeBlanc. It is your elected duty to see 
that your constituents are paying the best 
price possible for garbage disposal. Thus 
it is your responsibility to take a good 
long look at a contract that appears to be 
benefiting only Baltimore Gas and Elec¬ 
tric. 




Let’s have some fowl play 


During Saturday’s light snow¬ 
fall, flocks of mallard ducks and 
Canadian geese descended to the 
Summit’s detention pond in the 
absence of the township’s border 
collies. 

With the low dark sky casting 
gloom and the wind stiff and snif¬ 
fles cold, it wasn’t bird watching 
weather 

But in the interests of multicul- 
turalism, I tightened my scarf, but¬ 
toned up coat to teach those water 
fowl a thing or two about diversity 

The problem was that those 
birds were not PC. 

Instead of sharing traditional 
cultural dishes with the other 
Anatidae species, the geese and 
ducks acted quite territorial. 

Ferocious peckers, the geese 
held the center and most of the 
periphery of the pond, with the 
ducks relegated to the far shore. 

Filled with courtship passion, 
the ducks were into preening, 
drakes stiffening their necks, fe¬ 
males turning their heads. 

But the geese were snarling.

After all, the geese are not 
treated like vermin as in West- 
land, where ducks are geese are 
reviled as spheaders of e-coli bac¬ 
teria, defilers of the Central City 
Pond. 

“You can’t go near the pond

So ducks and geese aren’t wel¬ 
come in Westland^ except on a 
platter in a Chinese restaurant 

You can’t feed them cheese 
doodles or bread crumbs without 
risking a $500 fine or 90 days in 
jail. 

All you can offer them is “re- 
pellant,” a euphemism for some¬ 
thing you’d never want to drop at 
a rave. 

In contrast, Canton caters to 
the flying poop machines’ elevat¬ 
ed feelings. 

Instead of treating them as car¬ 
riers of a potential epidemic, 
they’re treated like family. 

Instead of being offered repel- 
lant a la mode, they’re offered the 
family dog. 

Last year, the township hired 
Gooseworks to patrol the Summit, 
Heritage Park, and Pheasant Run 
Golf Course with border collies. 
Instead of eating the geese, the 
collies were supposed to round 
them up like Babe in the movie. 

So in the spirit of diversity, I’m 
calling on the township’s sensitivi¬ 
ty trainers to come to the aid of 
the ducks and geese. 

It’s time to raise their con¬ 
sciousness. 


Besides the way the animals 
taunted each other in the most un- 
PC way, a duck called me a quack- 
er and a goose called me a honky. 

Not only were they racist, 
specie-ist, and territorial, they

The drakes had flaunted their 
bright green heads, forcing the fe¬ 
males to wear dull brown feathers 
and mottled beaks.

Well approval not in public’s best interest 


To the editor: 

On Friday, Feb. 23, 2001, Local 
and State officials, who have 
waged a valiant battle against the 
creation of a deep injection well 
in southeastern Michigan, were 
notified by representatives of the 
Michigan Department of Envi¬ 
ronmental Quality (MDEQ) that 
Director Russ Harding had ap¬ 
proved a construction permit in 
conjunction with the hazardous 
waste injection site on Citrin Dri¬ 
ve in Romulus. 

The permit to construct a facil¬ 
ity is the next to the last step in 
gaining approval for the drilling 
of the injection well itself and 
was approved during the evening 
of February 22nd. 


The decision to approve, de¬ 
spite numerous objections by 
members of the governor’s own 
appointed site review board and 
petitions from angered citizens, 
shocked local officials who had 
only last week stood in support of 
an additional legal battle suggest¬ 
ed by guest speaker and noted at¬ 
torney, Geoffrey Fieger. 

Fieger, during a standing room 
only crowd in the City of Romu¬ 
lus Council Chambers flanked by 
numerous state and local officials 
including Representative Ray 
Basham, had suggested thht do¬ 
nations to republican campaign 
coffers by ELS owners could be 
responsible for the Governors 
lack of attention to what Fieger 


described as a civil rights issue in 
that the existence of the well 
threatens the health and safety of 
the public. 

Responding to requests for 
comments in light of the news, lo¬ 
cal officials expressed their in¬ 
tention to exercise a further legal 
challenge, though they would not 
comment on the form it might 
take. Wayne County, the City of 
Taylor and the City of Romulus 
have pooled their resources in 
the form of an intergovernmental 
agreement each signed to fight 
the creation of the facility. Join¬ 
ing the communities and the 
County in opposition to the well 
are sixty different environmental 
groups throughout the State of 


Michigan, the Downriver Board 
of Realtors, Southern Wayne 
County Chamber of Commerce, 
Vision 21, the Wayne County 
Commission, City Councils and 
Mayors throughout southeastern 
Michigan, State and Federal Sen¬ 
ators, Federal and State Repre¬ 
sentatives and hundreds of con¬ 
cerned citizens. 

Those fighting the well project 
would like to thank all the ardent 
supporters for their efforts 
against this project and ask that 
they continue to fight on. 

In the words of Senator Deb¬ 
bie Stabenow, “This is not in the 
public’s best interest”

FEBRUARY 20,2001 

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board 
Room. Present: King, Payne, Budd, Hart, Herman, Jahr and 
Rochowiak. Absent and excused: None. Others in attendance: 
Director of Development Kelley, Recreation and Facilities Director 
Ross, Public Safety Director Perkins, Deputy Public Safety Director 
Smolen, Coordinator of Development Miller, Water and Sewer 
Director Duha, Senior Coordinator Combs, Executive Assistant 
Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience of twelve (12). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Budd moved. Hart seconded to 
approve the agenda as presented. Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved, Rochowiak seconded to open the 
public hearing to consider the funding levels for the 2001-2002 
Community Development Block Grant program. Carried. 

Supervisor King stated this is the second of two public hearing 
regarding the Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) pro¬ 
gram. Proposed projects have been recommended to the Community 
Services Department from Department Directors and/or by members 
of the community. The funding level for 2001-2002 fiscal year is 
$142,000. She stated CDBG projects must meet the following federal 
guidelines: provide consistency with the stated policies and guide¬ 
lines established by HUD and Wayne County; provide a higher stan¬ 
dard of living for low and moderate income residents through neigh¬ 
borhood and housing revivification; increase community involvement 
in development by the elimination of slums and blight; enhance com¬ 
munity development by removal of architectural barriers; also refer¬ 
encing the compliance with the American with Disabilities Act; cre¬ 
ate and enhance programs to provide for a rapidly expanding senior 
population with an emphasis on self-sufficiency; provide basic source 
benefits through economic development projects; and develop pro¬ 
grams and strategies consistent with those of neighboring communi¬ 
ties so as to preclude regional fragmentation in community develop¬ 
ment goals. 

Director Ross thanked everyone for their project proposals stating 
this year $246,000 in project requests had been submitted and reiter¬ 
ated that the funding level is set as $142,000 for the 2001-2002 fiscal 
year. He discussed the breakdown of the proposed funding as fol¬ 
lows: $8,500 for ADA Architectural Barrier Removal for an ADA 
accessible counter and corridor door for Community Services 
Department; $14,000 for Administration for wage reimbursements; 
$36,500 for Neighborhood Improvements, specifically two bleachers 
for the softball fields at Quirk Park and ADA accessible playground 
equipment for Van Buren Park; $12,500 for Planning related to the 
Haggerty/Ecorse roads corridor plan; $30,500 for Public Services 
(fire Equipment) for a thermal imaging camera, two air monitoring 
and sampling sensors, two carbon monoxide monitors and fire hose; 
$20,000 for Slum and Blight Removal for the demolition of four 
houses; $20,000 for Senior Services for wage reimbursement of the 
Senior Director, Senior Center modifications for ADA accessible 
counter and sewing machines. 

Trustee Hart stated this is a very compressive and cross-functional 
funding program. 

Clerk Payne stated these are some of the last Federal monies returned 
to local communities. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the 
public hearing. 

Hart moved, Herman seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Herman moved, Rochowiak seconded to open the public hearing to 
consider the Special Use Approval for Camping World to expand an 
existing service center and to provide an outdoor sales display of 
recreational vehicles at an existing facility, parcel VI25-83-060-01- 
0001-001. Carried. 


Coordinator Miller discussed the applicant’s proposed plan for the site 
stating Camping World is proposing a 16,000 square foot building 
addition. This project includes traffic circulation improvements, pedes¬ 
trian enhancement and public safety access measures to the site. Also 
included is an outdoor display area, which will include no more than 
eight recreational vehicles at any time. In addition, the display area 
proposes meandering landscaping and soft ground lighting, The project 
also includes a larger display area within the interior of the site. This 
area will be shielded from the 1- 94 North Service Drive and adjacent 
properties through landscaping. The Planning Commission paid special 
attention to the display area for the Recreational vehicles, requiring 
larger parking spaces [11 1/2 feet], which will allow customers to walk 
completely around the recreational vehicles. Coordinator Miller stated 
the Board had asked a question pertaining to the ground lighting shut 
off time during Work Study and it was the Planning Commission’s 
intent to have the ground lights on no later than 11:00 p.m.
